The cases to be recorded will be selected for the pnr))OBe by the District Magistrate or 
by such Magistrates as may bo deputed by him to select the cases : appellate cases will not 
bo included. 

The officer preparing the record must prepare it from notes taken by himself- in 
Court as the trial proceeds. He must ordinarily bo present in Court throughout the trial 
of the case which he is reporting, and he should not see the deposiiiotis recorded by the 
Magistrate. But if he is unavoidably absent from a smt^I part of the hearing, the 
Magistrate may show him the portion of the record which he has misseil. 

The Magistral^ will show him the judgment which be may read and from which he 
may take notes, but he must write in his own language a judgnn-nt fulfilling the condi¬ 
tions of section 367 of the Criminal Procedure Code. 

It is not necessary that the notes of the statements of witnesses should contain 
everything which is recorded by the Magistrate, but they must contain, an intelligible 
narrative and all important points must be brought out. When two or more witnesses 
repeat the same story, the examination-in-chief of all of them need not bo fully noutl^ 
but the record must show the points of difference. 

The Magistrato trying the case, or, in Sessions cases, the Public P^seentor, should 
give to the officer preparing the record a certificate of his constant att-Midmico throughout 
the hearing. If he has been unavoidably absent from part of the hearing, the certificate 
.should show (or what part he was absent. 
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The recorJ should consist of— 

(*) a summary of the evidence, with notes on it, showing its admissibility arid 
" applicability to the oiTence charged ; • 

(ii) notes of the procedure with references to the Codes, e.g., to such matters as the 
rules as to cross-examinations, re-examination, drawing up of charge and 
taking the statemeht of the accused ; . 

(m) a precis of the urguincnts adduced foi^ the prosecution and the defence and, 
, • in the case of Sessions trials, a precis of the Judge’s charge to the jury. 

It should be understood that value will be given to notes intelligently based on 
annotated editions of the Criminal Procoilure Code, Penal Code and Evidence Act.

2. That Your Excellency’s petitioner is duly qualified to stand for election from the 
Burdwan Division South (Muhammadan) Constituency. 

3. That Your Excellency’s petitioner was duly nominated as a candiilato for election 
from the said constituency, the only other cmididate being Maulvi Zannoor Ahmed. 

4; That the said Maulvi Zannoor Ahmad and Your Excellency’s petitioner polled 
1,493 and 1,490 votes respectively and 4.5 votes were rejected.

0. That after the separatg^n of votes for each candidate was completed h^ jihe clerks 
aiuT a nninbor of oflicurs prosont who were engaged for some time in adding up the votes 
of each canTIidate, one of the assistants alleged the discovery of H mure ballot papers and

10. That therea(tor intimation being sent to the Returning OUicur ui his residence 
to the eH'ect that the counting was finished, he came to his ullicc.

15. That Your Excellency’s petitioner hail no opportunity (as contemplated by 
Regulation XLVl) of inspecting any of tho ballot pai)ers excepting the 45 rejectiid papers 
and apprehends that amongst tho uninspected ballot papers there are papers in favour of 
Maulvi Zannoor Ahmad which should have beon rejected. 

16. That *tho apprehension of Your Excellency’s ijotitionor is based on the fact that

1. That your petitioner was a candidate for election to the Bengal Legislative, 
Council at tho last Gen<-ral Election from the Bengal National Chamber of Commerce 
Special Constituency, from which two members were to bi! returuod. 

2. That the 12th October 1923, was 6xed as tho latest date for the submission of 
nominationi), and the i3th October 192.3, as the date for tho scrutiny of nominations. 

.3. That five candidates wore in all nominated from the said Constituency, but at tho 
scrutiny tho Returning Officer (Mr. N. C. Sircar, Vice-President of tho Chamber) accepted 
tho nominations of only four, namely, of your petitioner and of the three respondents 
to this petition abovenamed, and rejected the nomination of Mr. Woomesh Chunder 
Banorjee. 

4. That of tho above candidates, two, viz., respondents 1 and 2, Mr, Byomkes 
Chakravarti and Raja Roshee Case Law, were doclared elected by tho Returning Oiliccr 
on tho 2Uth November 1923, and their names have since been published in the Cafeuffa 
Gazette as such. 

5. That the said Mr. Byomkes Chakravarti tiled his return of election expenses on 
the 14th December 1923, and Raja Resheo Case Law on tho I9th December 1923, 

6 . That your iietitioner himself duly filed his return of election expenses with the 
necessary declaration on tho 22nd December 1923. 

7. That'your petitioner submits that of the two successful candidates, respondent 
No. 1, Mr. Byomkes Chakravarti, was nut eligible lu bo nominated or t» be elected or 
returned at all under the Election Rules, and hence his election was null and void. 
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8 . That rule 11 (/) of the Bengal Electoral Rules lays down that “any person luay 
bo nominated as a candidate for election in any constituency for whicli he is eligible for 
election under those rules," and rule 6 (f) (6) provides that “no person shall bo eligil bi 
for election as a mentber of the Council to represent a special coustituoucy unless/i(.s 
name is roistered on the electoral roll of the constituency."

15. That your petitioner is advised and submits (without admitting) that all that 
Mr. B. Chakravarti wjis entitled to do by virtue of the said resoiulion was to obtain 
regisiratisn of his own name as an elector in the electoral roll on behalf of the said 
Bengal National Bank, Limiteil, anil that not having done so, tho said Mr. B. Chakravarti 
could not by virtue of the said resolution claim to be nominated or to bo elected as a 
representative of the said Bank. 

16. That your petitioner further says that tho said resolution for what it is worth 
purports to bo an authorisation in favour of Mr. B. Chakravarti, and not of Mr. Byoinke.s 
Chakravarti, which is the namo in the nomination papey.

No, 2-Marine.—The ISlh January 1924. —In exercise of the power conferred hy sub¬ 
section (3) of section 12G of the Calcutta Port Act, 1890 (Bengal Act III of 1890), the 
Governor in Council is pleased to sanction tho following by-laws to regulate the importa¬ 
tion and shipment of gases and liquids under pressure, made by the Commissioners for 
tho Port of Calcutta, under section 12C, sub-section (f), clauses {h) and (c) of tho Act:— 

By-laws. 

Packages consisting of cylinders containing gases and liquids under presjure shall not 
be discharged from or shippiid into vessels at the jetties and docks in the Port of Calcutta 
except in accordance wiih the following conditions, namely :— 

(1) Cylinders must comply in every respect with the recommendations made by the 
Home Ollice Committee appointed in 1895 and must not exceed 8 feet in length and 
10 inches in diameter. 

(2) Cylinders must bo separately and securely packed in a strong wooden case or in 
a covering made of closely plaited 1 inch (circumference) hemp, coir or matting of such 
nature, except that— 

(t) several small cylinders not exceeding 24 inches in length and 4 inches in 
diameter may be packed in one box, provided that each cylinder is contained 
in a separate compartment or is separately encased in closely plaited 1 inch 
(circumference) hemp or coir or matting of such nature. Kach box must 
not contain more than 25 small cylinders, and the gross weight of each box^ 
and contents must not exceed 2^ cwt.; 

(ti) small cylinders not exceeding 12 inches in length and 3 inches in diameter 
containing nitrous oxide may be packed in wicker-work baskets containing 
two such cylinders in separate compartments. 

' (3) All cylinders shall be sufficiently marked as to be easily identifiable as contain¬ 

ing gas or liquid ujider pressure. 

(4) Discharge and loading at night will not be pefmitted. 

(5) Delivery from tho ship’s side sliall be elVected by the consignee immediately, as 
far as possible, and in any case within 24 hours, failing which they will be removed to 
the Hazardous Godown at tlje consignee’s cost. 

(0) After being lande<i and tintil removed or placed in the Hazardous Godown, aH 
cylinders shall be adequately protected from the sun’s rays by a suitable covering. 

(7) Cylinders containing gases-and liquids under pressure brought for shipment 
shall not bo placed on any (juay, wharf or road and allowed to remain there, but shall be 
shipped immediately. 

(3) Cylinders containing gases and liquids under pressure must not be pfaced near 
a lire or exposed to other sources of heat.
